The Commissioner Explains the Or- 


ganization o! the Bureau. 


Tho followiug letter by Hon. 


Clay Evans, commissioner of pensions, 
to Gen. C. II. Grosvenor of Ohio, 
should be read by every pensioner and 
every applicant for pension, as it 
carries a fond of valuable information 
to all concerned: 
Office of the Commissioner, Depart- 


ment of the Interior, Bureau of 
Pensions, Washington. 


My Dear Sir:—I have your letter of 


the lotli instant, requesting certain in- 
formation relative to the organization 
and operation of this Bureau. 


Iu reply to your firnt question as to 


tho number of persona employed in 
tho bureau of every description; tho 
namber of them time are ex-soldiers 
and the number of them that aro pen- 
sioners, I have the honor to state that 
there are 1741 employes authorized by 
law, of which number 5CG are ex- 
Union soldiers, and 132 aro drawing 
pensions. There aro 32 widows of ox- 
Union soldiers employe! who are peii- 
siouors. 


With reference to your second quos- 


tipii as to who constitutes the hoard 
of review ;their history, whether they 
aro soldiers or otherwise, and whether 
they were there uuder Cleveland or 
otherwise, I will state that the record 
of review as now organized consists of 
one chief, two assistant chiefs, five 
chiefs of section, aud 110 reviewers. 


The chief of tho board is Col. F. D. 


Stupheuson, who was born iu Athens 
Co,. Ohio, and served 
during "the 


entire war of tho rebellion as captain 
in the 48th Illinois volunteers, and 
later as colonel of the 132d Illinois 
volunteer infantry. 
Ho was severely 


wounded in action aud is a pensioner 
on account of wounds. 


The first assistant chief is Capt 


James S. Roy, who also lendered long 
mid meritorious service iu the 40th 
Illinois aud tho 152d Illinois \oluuteer 
infantry, serving as adjutant.

With reference to yonr question as 


to how many Democrats are retained

and sent. For the year 1S97 there 
were 5,050,768, and for the year 1898, 
there were 6,jC(j,9G7, being more than 
300 per cent over the year 1898.

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THE OLD DAYS OF SAILING. 


Wltk tfce P««ln* •« «he Ro""""=e ° 


the Se» Old-FMhiomcd Jletk- 


ud« Have Gone. 


According to some of the old sailors, 


who believe that the romance has died 
out o£ the seafaring trade since steam- 
khips came into general use, the mod- 
ern sea captain is not to be compared 
with the skippers of days gone by when 
it comes to practical expertness in sea- 
manship. The captains of the steam- 
ships, they eay, have everything so well 
mapped out lor them that they are not 
likely to make mistakes if they have a 
fair knowledge of seamanship, but they 
would be lost undor circumstances 
where the old skippers would come out 
strong. These circumstances, they ad- 
mit, are not likely to occur again, tince 
the world is better known now than in 
the days they reler to. A boathoubc 
proprietor, who is now nearly SO years 
old and who was mate in a trans-Allan 
tic bark and was before the mast for 41 
rears previously in different parts o 
the world, said, in talking of his carlj 
Jays at sea: 


"Since the patent log has come into 


use no skill, for instance, is required hi 
finding the speed of a vessel. It is reg- 
ulated by clockwork, and tho number of 
knots the vessel sails per hour is re- 
corded on the dial without any hand 
touching it. But in the old days before 
the patent log came into use the heav- 
ing of the log required skill and watch- 
fulness. 
A duffer couldn't heave the 


log properly so as to stop it at the ex- 
act time. Those were the days v,hcn u 
skipper had all his senses trained to 
keenly that nothing could miss him. 1 
have known skippers who could guess 
to a quarter of a knot the speed of n 
vessel when a loglinehappcnedtobieal. 
with the force of the throw, befoie a 
new line was rigged up. 


"I sailed for some years with an old 


captain of a. brig, who, when the vessel 
was not making more than five or six 
knots an hour, could tell, by spitting 
out the quid of tobacco he was chewing 
and watching it fall, how many knots, 
she was making by noting how far off 
the quid struck the water, lie always, 
guessed it to perhaps » quarter of an 
eighth of a knot, and if he was in o 
hurry and had a quid m his mouth 
which was pretty well used up, he would 
tell the crew not to heave the log. Of 
course he could not do this if his. vessel 
were making seven or eight or ten 
knots an hour. 


"Then, ugain, you couldn't find any 


captain of a steamship now, I believe, 
who could guess the leeway a vessel was 
making. The steamship captains have 
to find it out by making observations. 
I have known lots of old skippers who 
could tell the leeway by the direction 
of the wind and watching the water. 
You see they did not get such a fine sci- 
entific training as the sea captains have 
to get at present, and the different cui- 
rents that might affect a vessel's course 
were not charted out as they are now. 
Consequently the old me.n had to de- 
pend a good deal on their own re- 
sources, and could notice many things 
that it is not necessary to notice now. 
Tthria old skippers could sometimes 
find out the currents and their direction 
by throwing bits of wood overboard 
and make their calculations like light- 
ning. 


"Yes, it'3 -a fact that the sailing of 


ships has got to be an exact science 
now. There is no need now of the 
quickness in grasping the meaning of 
every cross current that it used to re- 
quire in the old days. The old salt who 
had his wits sharpened by having to de- 
pend a good deal on his own quick 
senses is d} ing out. I don't pretend to 
•ay that tho old conditions wereasgood 
as the new. The sea captain of the 
present day has to be better educated 
and pass a severer examination on the 
theory of navigation than the old skip- 
pers, but we will never, to my mind. 
have as good practical seamen as in the 
old days. Of course, no one must kick 
at the march of improvement, but 1 
•must say that navigating a ship isn't 
at all an interesting thing now."—N. Y.

Egyptology will be enriched by many 
important "linds." A large number of 
monuments o£ Egypt's power which 
have never been thoroughly iniesti- 
gated lie scattered about upper Xubia. 
The temples of Soleb, the ruins of the 
great Cushite cities Xapata and Meroe. 
of which the latter is SCO miles above 
Assouan, between the fifth and sixth 
cataracts, the antiquities at El-Mcsa- 
ourat. eight hours' journey from Shen- 
dy, are all waiting for the archaeolo- 
gist. In fact, it is almost a virgin coun- 
try, for its antiquarian treasures ha\e 
not been investigated since Coilliaud, 
the French traveler, studied them in 
the early part o! this century. 
His 


work, "Voyage a Meroe,etc.."published 
in 1820, is still the main authority for 
a country which if not the cradle of 
Egyptian culture as was nt one time 
supposed is full of memorials of the 
power of the Pharaohs. Knglishtirchae- 
ologists have not been idle in following 
in the sirdar's wake. Dr. ^Vallis Budge, 
the keeper of the Egyptian and Assyr- 
ian departments at the British muse- 
um, was there last year, and has been 
visiting some of the antiquities in the 
neighborhood of Shendy this year. He 
returned to Cairo a few days ago from 
the Soudan. His discoveries have not 
been made public, and the result of his 
important investigations are impatient- 
ly awaited by all who take on interest 
In Egypt's wonderful past. — London 
Chronicle.

'Die temple of IVpoxteco, in Mexico, 


is biiiH upon a clilV \vliieh is a sheer 
mass of rock more than 2,000 feet in 
huiylit. ]',ut\vi'un this clilT and the ex- 
traordinary riiiff of c'lifl's above it there 
is a couloir or ehimr.ey <>£ loose frag- 
ments of rock, up which tlie visitor 
must, climb, no matter whether lie as- 
cends from Tepoxtlan or descends from 
San Jnanieo, a village above the cir- 
cular cliffs. 
He, is aided by a ladder 


at the worst part, but he must transfer 
himself from the topmost mug to a 
Imsultic Tiiiiss three feet to thn left of 
the ladder, with the prospect of rolling 
down 200 feet if he slips, and the. prob- 
ability of pitching down the gorge of 
of Tepoxtlan headforemost, about. l.SOO 
feet. 
Holes for the hands and feet, 


were cut lon.^ fi£o. 


The ascent up tlie ironic of Tepoxtlan 


is toilsome to the last degree. Though 
it is narrow, yet it would have been 
U'iisible to have m:ide :i winding 1 trail 
like tlie one in the Yoscmite, which 
leads to Kasrle. clilT. Jlnt'lhis was not 
done. On the contrary, the ascent was 
made as difficult as possible by making 
a rudo slainvay of masses of rock from 
two to three feet in height, cothut 
climbing the eanyada of Tcpoxtlan is 
;is bad as fretting to the top of 
the 


pyramid of Cheops. 


The temple is a building of two ter- 


races, upon llie model of the Ko-eallcc! 
pyramid of Cholula, which lias four 
terraces, and of the tnwcr of Italic), 
which had eight. There was an iiielo- 
sure with un arched or vaulted ronl 
supported by frmr pillars built up of 
masonry, which was covered with thii 
stucco, so that from below upon tin 
crest of the slope leading down to Te- 
poxtlan it is exceedingly conspicuous 


Upon tlie second terrace arc tlie re- 


mains of the four pillars that support' 
ed the roof and the three walls of tin 
temples. These arc intact up to tin 
spring of the vaulting. If there hat 
been any openings for tiie purpose- o 
giving light there would have 
l;eci 


tracjes of them, but there is none, fron 
which we must draw the conclusion tha 
lamps were used during the ceremonies 
Had torches been employed the wall? 
would have been blackened. The tern 
pie was all the darker because it wa: 
subdivided into two by brcast-hig! 
walls that joined tho third and fourtl 
pillars to the side walls of the structure 
All along these walls there was a broac 
seat, about 20 inches high, and the fron 
of this was covered with sculptures 
slabs nearly square. These have beei 
stolen and rude imitations have been 
substituted.—San Franeisen Chronicle
